terest, which, despite its many oxtor 
tton.s nud its frequent disregard of tin 
public wonl, has ronlly been, nnd wil 
continue to bo, tho grontost nnd mos 
potent of public benefits, Alrondy thcro 
hnvo oome to tis intimations from enpi- 
tnlists in tho lOnst, thnt no dollar o 
their money shall bo invested in Illinois 
rnilronds, if they nro to be crippled in 
their operations by stntutory onnotuionts 
needlessly severe nnd unjust; but this 
thvont, ovori if carried out, will nraounl 
to little, ns tho rnilronds of Illinois 
must nnd will bo Hustnined, nnd thoy 
must nnd will bo compelled to conform 
to tho requirements of the law. It is 
conceded on nil Imnds that tho rnilrondi 
of this State hava mndo unjust disorim
